78 be referred to the 
State Highway Engineer for investigation, report and recommendation as 
to what improvement w i l l be practical on approximately 11 miles of said 
Highway from Boaham south to a point about 2 miles south of the town of 
Bailey; said recommendation to include present condition of road, when 
and how constructed, estimated cost of necessary improvement, together 
with location. Motion carried.

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Motion by Judge Ely, seconded by Mr. Johnson, that a highway be 
designated from Odessa, in Ector County, to the Gaines County line.throu^ a 
Andrews, in Andrews County, on condition and with the understanding that 
the State Highway Department w i l l not take over said road for maintenanc 
un t i l Ector and Andrews Counties have voted a bond issue sufficient to 
pay f i f t y per cent of the cost of constructing seme of a durable type of 
material. This application for designation was pending before the High­
way Commission and was under consideration by i t before the action of th 
Commission taken at the October session that no new designations be made 
for the present.
